the remainder to 100% being a semi-crystalline polyamide (A). 

(Amended) The composition Composition according to Claim 1 , wherein in which (A) is 
derived from the condensation of a lactam containing at least 9 carbon atoms, an a-co- 
aminocarboxcylic acid containing at least 9 carbon atoms or a diamine and a diacid wherein such that 
the diamine or the diacid contains contain at least 9 carbon atoms.

The invention also relates to the articles 
obtained, such as plates, films, sheets, tubes and 
profiles, the articles obtained by injection moulding 
and in particular the films and sheets which are then 
bonded to skis. 

The invention also relates to the above 
articles, decorated, for example, by sublimation, and 
coated with a transparent protective layer consisting 
of the composition of the invention.
